INT ERVIEW HAROLD WEISBERG 



MARTY FAYE: Now, when you say conspiracy, and you say now 

FBI and elude to the fact that he worked for the CIA - Central 
Intelligence Agency - as one of their agents/ 

HAROLD WEISBERG: Mo, not in the 3ense that people usually 

understand an agent to be. I am not suggesting that he was 
on the regular CIA payroll, we'll never know if he was. I'll 
give you an example' from my own past. This shirt was bought for 
me - it was bought for me by the OSS in World War II when they put 
me in civilian clothes. THere’s no record of it. Olt’s Just a‘ 
coincidence that I happen to have it on today, Marty. The 
shirt's that old. 

, , MARTY FAYE: It lohks good, 

WEISBERG: Yeah, I haven't worn it that often. 

FAYE: They give you good things. 

WEISBERG: They didn't do that. THey gave me cash and I went 

out and spent it because' I was a soldier and I didn't have my 
clothes with me and they wanted me in civilian clothes. 

FAYE: Nov/ getting ay/ay from your sartorial splendor. 

WEISBERG: • I'm answering your question about the kind of 
records they don't keep. What I am saying is that Owwald was 
working for one of these pepple and nobody in Washington would 
have the slightest idea. 

FAYE: Nov; tahat was he working for them for? 

WEISBERG: He was pretending to be pro-Castro while he was 

really engaged in anti-Castro activities. The Commission had 
able reason to be believe that he was part of a plot to kill 
Castrol They merely tried to avoid it when the-y - when they did 
that they misrepresented it. The same people involved in this, 
according to the Commission's evidence, sworn testimony, said that 
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Kennedy ought to be knocked off for what he did at the Bay of 
Pigs and this man misrepresented to them to a person who 
testified before the Commission was quoted as saying "it was easy to 
do and he wa3 shown how . " 

PAYE: Told who? 

WEISBERG: The woman involved was Mrs. Sylvia Odio, a 

genuine refugee, 3he then lived at Apartment 2A Magellan Circle 
in Dallas. Two men came to see her using what they called their 
"war names". The FBI, subsequently said, when the Commission 
couldn't avoid it any longer on the 28th of Afcgist, 1964, two 
months after their record was supposed to be finished, less 
than a month before the report, nine-hundred pages were actually 
done -- a 3 lced the FBI for an investigation. THe first FBI report 
said they found these men - gave their names - two of them afc 
the consequence - I think, were recently subpoenaed, in fialifornia. 
Their names are Hall and Howard. IN any event, these men were 
engaged in the business of deceiving refugees, went to see Mrs. 

Odio, went to get her help in the course of this they introduced 
themselves as Leon Owwald, who was a dead ringer for Lee Oswald 
and the Commission says exprossly that it couldn’t have been 
Oswald because he was in Mexico. ’ 

Now, I’m not a laflyer bpt I think .it’ 3 pretty obvious 
that neither this was Oswald, In which event, there is without 
doubt conspiracy and what the law calls accessary before the 
fact, or If it was not Oswald, at the very least accessary 
and probably conspiracy. But there Is nothing you can call an 
investigation of either these possibilities and the Commission 
tries to pass it off as a monumental nonsequitor by saying 
the Commission' was satisfied that It was not Oswald. Mow that 
cannot possibly be the end of the investigation of an 
American President - that must be the beginning. Either way 
wh«t||Mfr it was Oswald It had to be the beginning of an 
investigation. ■ ■

Braniff phoned ^moapolis, which reported tho luggage load not been forgotten# It turned 
up several days later, in the posse noion of a different airline and in a city to which 
my piano did not go# 3y tho time 1 got it, my Val-a^pak had boon ruined mid ransaolced^ 
every scrap of paper in in, including expenses records and oven papers of matches gone# 
Every major part of the frame of a brand new portable typewriters load Ixaon broken and 
the ribbon transport carefully bent so it wouldn't work -without a scratch to the case* 

I Ay tap© recorded had been carefully fixed so that it oouldu 1 1 record but would indicate 
it was recording* These two things effectively interfered with my intorvlewisig of 
witnesses, wiios© statement X could neither record nor type# Tho typewriter had to be 
junked and the factory Ii&o not been able to repair tho tape recorder properly# Records 
and local merchant involved confirm all of this* 

By possibly unrelated coincidence, my friend in wiimoapolic chared an office 
with mi Army-In t ©lligonoe connected associate, recently arrived in I&meapoXls* When 
my friend had reason, to beliove Ids property was regularly but clandestinely ordained, 
he searched tli© desk of bids newcomer one day arid located a personal-history statement 
including Army-in toll! gen oa experience# Prudently, he copied it# Shortly after ray 
speech and these experiences, including exposure and ridiculing of those with tho 
tape recor dor in the audience, this seen left &innoapfclis is what aoooara to bo leiunual 
haste, $oing to Alaska* There, rather soon, whrio in a small . airplane , ho was shot 
thiwgii tho head aad died as a result# fftia ixiforiaatioii is all second-hand and X 
neither say nor suggest it is related, but I do tiiink ib a strong-, coincidence* 

In hov^uberib 1968 X had a similar experience flying from Dallas, to how Orleans* 

X arrived at the first stop, without baggage* In that cos© as X had in ^iiineapolin, X 
made the reservation by phone* In the Dallas case, wiien Eastern delivered my baggage 
early tiie next morning, they told me they liad boon told what they sir-ply couldn 1 1 
believe, that all of my luggage had been stuck in the chute* Fiotur© of oxio-^minuto 
planes stacked over Lov© Field because a baggage ehuto was jammed for hours* And not 
discovered! In Urn Orleans I had also insisted upon a phone call to Dallas in my 
presence mid that of a friend who had met mo* Again, my luggage lias been ransacked, 
will oil ±3 nob consistent with accid^tal laishandling* hor is the impossible oxpla^mtion# 

On an earlier trip to wow Orleans, my room had been ransacked, my address-book 
stolen, and minor photographic items not min© wore left in my attache case* 

There is a rather odd and officially-hidden and unexplained Army intelligence 
involvement in tho investigation of the assassination of ihvjsidont Kennedy* Aa 
operative named iowoil was at the scone* his presence there and the fact that he had 
taken at least one picture were hinder* for some time* Tho Aivpy never told the Warren 
Commission, existing records, nor did it tell the FBI or Secret Service until 

some time later# Then it was because of something dropped by the Dallas police# The 
FBI also failed to inform, tho Commission that Powell immediately entered the Texas 
School Book Depository Building and was, with others, confined there for some time by 
the police, who wore keeping anyone they could from leaving* whether or not it is asking 
too much to believe Hum an Army intelligence man is on tho scone with a Camera when a 
President is assassimted and takes but a single picture, that i>ictur© does not exist 
in the Warren Commission files, which also contain no indication it was ever given to 
tho Commission# 1 liavo initiated proceedings under tho Freedom of Information Aot to 
obtain further records and tho picture or pictures# Xou are welcome to the FBI and 
Secret Service reports that I now have#
